Didsbury visitors to the Calgary Home and 
Garden Show Feb. 25 to 28 were the first in 
the community to learn that Shantz Crossing 
is to become Shantz Village, a 45-acre adult 
community of villas, apartments, townhouses 
and retail shops.

Monday that they have sold the site to 
Shantz Village Land Corporation conditional 
on the developer receiving the necessary 
approvals including land use re-designation 
to accommodate the proposed development. 

Social media in Didsbury, especially 
Facebook, were the sites for a flurry of 
reaction ranging from support from trade 
contractors who might get work on the 
project, to questions about a residential 
development proceeding on industrial lands, 
to ;inger that the town proceeded without 
advising its residents of the plan.

Preparation underway for Syrian family’s arrival

A home is ready and waiting in Olds 
for a family of nine Syrian refugees 
being sponsored by the Refugee 
Welcoming & Resettlement Working 
Group of the Didsbury and Carstairs 
areas. 

“We are just waiting to hear of their 
arrival," said group member Ruth 
Heidebrecht. 

She said the group, started through 
the Bergthal Mennonite Church, could 
have as little as two days’ notice that 
the family is on its way. 

Volunteers were putting the finishing 
touches last week on a rental four- 
bedroom duplex in Olds where the 
family will be staying. 

Furnishings were moved in and 
groceries stocked, said Heidebrecht. 

The group agreed in January to 
receive a 39-year-old truck driver, 
his 40-year-old wife and their seven 


children aged 11 down to an infant. 

The mother and 11-year-old daughter 
have renal function impairment 
disorder and will need primary medical 
care when they arrive. 

Plans are underway to arrange for 
volunteer drivers and those willing to 
shop with the family or do child care. 

Discussions with school officials 
have already been ongoing, she said. 

As well, interpreters knowledgeable 
of the family’s native language have 
already been found within the town 
of Olds. 

The family speaks Arabic, said 
Heidebrecht. 

Sponsorship of the family is a one- 
year commitment, but Heidebrecht 
said oftentimes friendships and help 
go well beyond that time frame. 

The sponsorship is being done under 
the Blended Visa Office Referred 
initiative with the government of 
Canada contributing $11,000. The 
balance of the cost of settling and 


maintaining the family will come 
from the local group, which has 
contributions and pledges of more that 
$36,000. 

Ken From and his wife Bev helped 
with fundraising efforts by corporately 
matching some donations. 

Their company All-Star Telescope 
matched the first $5,000 and then 
an additional $2,000 in donations, 
bringing the total given to the refugee 
sponsorship project to $16,037.95 

The sponsoring group helps the 
refugee family with practical things 
like housing, finances, and grocery 
shopping, as well as offering friendship 
and emotional support. 

Meanwhile, the refugee conunittee 
with Our Lady of Peace Catholic 
Church in Innisfail has already received 
its sponsored Syrian family. 

The Hohwate family arrived in 
Innisfail two weeks ago. 

Members from both the refugee 
committee and the church will be busy 


assisting the Christian Syrian family in 
any way they can, said Terry Hayden, a 
member of the Innisfail-based refugee 
committee. 

“We've got the committee activated, 
doing everything from signing up for 
Alberta Health Care to obtaining post 
office boxes and insurance. Everything 
that you need to have to settle in 
Canada,’’ explained Hayden. 

The Hohwate family, which includes 
father Fobhe, mother Mima, seven- 
year-old daughter Etwal and a two- 
year-old son Antounyo, speaks little 
English, noted Hayden. 

“There has been overwhelming 
support. Within the committee, the 
school and the parish, not only in 
fundraising but in preparations to 
receive this Syrian refugee family,” 
said Hayden. “The refugee committee 
has done great work to make their 
transition as easy as possible.

When it comes to being 
stars there are none better 
than cowboys. 

And that goes even when 
they’re rubbing shoulders 
with the likes of Leonardo 
DiCaprio. 

Innisfail’s Ivan Daines 
recently hung out with his 
best cowboy pals to play 
important special skills extra 
roles in DiCaprio’s blockbust¬ 
er film hit The Revenant. 

“It was an honour and lots 
of work and lots of effort,” 
said the local hall of fame 
rodeo legend. However, 
Daines was quick to add he 
was never blinded by the 
movie stars all around him, 
including DiCaprio. 

“It is not the most important 
thing to see Leonardo. He’s 
a great star but everyone is 
working,” said Daines. “It’s 
continuous, and you want to 
be prepared because when 
they say rehearsal they want 
you there and going. They 
don’t want you saying, well, 
give me 10 minutes or half an 
hour.’” 

On Feb. 13 at the Innisfail 
Auction Mart, Daines got 
together with a group of cow¬ 
boy friends to reminisce about 
their experiences during the 
filming of The Revenant, 
which has been nominated 
for 12 Academy Awards. The 
awards were handed out Feb. 
28. 

They all said it was a go 
for them to help with the 
film’s shooting last year the 
moment they got a call from 


Longview’s John Scott, a 
longtime rodeo friend who 
has achieved fame as a head 
wrangler and stunt coordin¬ 
ator for dozens of motion pic¬ 
tures and television series. 

“He (Scott) likes to get a 
big group of rodeo guys. It 
takes a lot of people to han¬ 
dle those horses, and put all 
that on,” said Water Valley’s 
Mark Nugent, who was one 
of Scott’s captains to care for 
the hundreds of animals dur¬ 
ing the eight months of film¬ 
ing The Revenant in the foot¬ 
hills of the Rockies. “As weli 
organized as John is, and as 
many movies as he has done, 
it seemed easy when you are 
around him He’s got every¬ 
thing so organized and has 
such a great group of horses.” 

Scott has been in the movie 
business for more than 45 
years and to thLs day he relies 
on a core group of cowboys, 
including Daines and Nugent, 
as special skilled background 
riders and stuntmen. 

“I just hired all my retired 
cowboy friends because it 
is very important to be able 
to get away from a horse,” 
said Scott, whose resume 
includes work on the Oscar- 
winning movies Lord of the 
Rings, Legends of the Fall, 
Unforgiven and Days of 
Heaven. “It is one thing to get 
on a horse, but when a horse 
gets into trouble you have to 
have the skill .and knowledge 
to get away from him so you 
don’t get hurt or hurt other 
people. 

“They don’t look at it as a 
job. They come and do what 
they naturally do, and they 


have fun doing it,” added 
Scott. “If they didn’t like hors¬ 
es they wouldn’t be there. If 
they weren’t good with horses 
they wouldn’t be there. You’re 
only good as the people you 
have around you, and 1 have 
always hired the best and 
right people there was to help 
make it work.” 

Two other “best and right" 
guys were Innisfail’s Bob 
Leggette, a renowned mule 
expert, and Mel Hyland, a 
retired twotime world cham¬ 
pion saddle bronc rider who 
hails from High Prairie. 

“They were looking for 


mules to put in the movie 
so I applied with my mule 
Jessie, and I told them if they 
were going to take Jessie they 
would have to take me to look 
after Jessie,” said Leggette 
with a chuckle. 

As for Hyland, he was asked 
to perform a special role as a 
grizzled old trapper. He was 
asked to grow a beard for the 
role. 

“I grew it but it was as white 
as snow. I had to darken it,” 
he said with a hearty laugh of 
his own. 

And when all was said and 
done, the cowboys remain 


proud of the parts they were 
tasked to do, whether it was 
just riding along in the back¬ 
ground, bringing in the mules, 
organizing a herd of 100 
horses, or just sharing good 
old cowboy camaraderie by 
a Rocky Mountain campsite 
fire. 

“You get guys like Mel and 
Ivan and all the rodeo guys 
who have been around pres¬ 
sure situations, they know 
and can spot a wreck before it 
happens," said Nugent. “They 
know how to look after the 
actors. It was easy. Everybody 
just did their job.”

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Humane society eyeing Olds for animal shelter

The president of the Wild Rose 
Humane Society wants to open an 
animal shelter in or near Olds. 

Dean Orlando recently visited the 
Olds policies and priorities committee 
to discuss that plan. 

His vision is a facility that can handle 
small and large animals that are injured, 
abandoned or given up for adoption. 
It would also provide a place for people 
seeking volunteer opportunities and 
a space for public education programs. 

"There really is no full-time animal 
shelter in the area. There's the 
Red Deer shelter, there's the Cochrane 
Humane Society and there's Calgary. 
There's really no animal shelter 
per se that serves this area," Orlando 
said. 

He said that building a shelter within 
two to five years is realistic. If they

can secure the l;md, the society could 
set up modular buildings and operate 
while continuing its capital campaign 
for the permanent shelter. 

A land deal in the Didsbury area fell 
through in 2012. 

Orlando has been president for the 
past year and served as treasurer for 
two years prior. 

He was also the past treasurer for 
the Cochrane Humane Society and 
served on the finance committee for

the Ottawa Humane Society. 

Animals are his passion but he works 
as an accountant. 

"1 just love animals. At one point, 
we had three dogs and you wish they 
could live as long as you do. My wife 
has a horse. I grew up with animals, 
my little daughter loves them and it's 
something you learn to appreciate. 1 
came from an agricultural and rural 
background as well," he said. 

At one point, Orlando considered

becoming a veterinarian "but I think 
I love numbers and taxes a little bit 
more, as scary as that sounds," he said, 
laughing. 

As a numbers person, Orlando says 
animal shelters can be economic 
engines. 

He uses the shelter in Cochnme as 
an example, which he said created 14 
full-time jobs, from in-house vets, to 
administration and accounting. The 
proposed shelter would also house a 
small pet supply store. 

The Wild Rose Humane Society was 
started in Airdrie and incorporated in 
2008. Some of its services also include 
providing subsidies for low-income 
families to spay and neuter pets as 
well as public education programs on 
animal safety. 

Orlando said they are seeking 
volunteers and board members.

Of the 100-plus women playing hockey in the 
Alberta Colleges Athletic Conference, Michelle 
Pochapsky of the MacEwan University Griffins is the 
second or third tallest player in the league. 

Standing 6-feet even, Pochapsky had the stature of 
a basketball player growing up on a cattle and grain 
farm outside Didsbury. 

“I played everything in high school," said 
Pochapsky, now 23 years old. “Badminton, track, 
volleyball , everything...except basketball. 

“Basketball w'as not my sport. I could not dribble 
and my hands did not work as well as they did when 
you put a hockey stick in them.” 

For her hockey training. Pochapsky was lucky to 
find a rink close by. 

Really close. 

“Dad always built one outside the house... 
sometimes it was only 10 steps from the front door. 
It was a decent size rink. I was out of breath going 
end to end. 

“It is something that I ant forever thankful. I spent 
(the) majority of my good weather days out there 
during the winter and even minus 40, I would bundle 
up and be out there shooting pucks." 

Pochapsky played her minor hockey in Didsbury 


on boys teams until first year of bantam age, before 
shifting to play girls hockey in Olds. 

“I eryoyed growing up and playing on boys teams," 
recalls Pochapsky. “I loved the physicality of the 
game.” 

With the Olds team she was part of two gold 
medals and a silver medal finish at provincials. 

Moving up to ACAU women’s college hockey, she 
played her first two seasons, 2011-2013, with the 
NAIT Ooks. 

“It was really different,” said Pochapsky, who as a 
rookie would score five goals and add five assists. “I 
had only played midget B all my life, so this was a big 
jump. But after a while I started to excel.” 

In her second season in an Ooks uniform, she was 
the second top scorer in the league with five goals 
and 12 assists. 

Her teammate Sherri Bowles led the ACAC with 16 
goals and 11 assists. 

With this 1-2 scoring punch, the Ooks won their 
first women’s hockey banner and Pochapsky was 
named ACAC Second Team All-Conference. 

In the championship game against the Red Deer 
College Queens, Pochapsky scored three goals in a 
4-1 decision. 

Due to various circumstances, Pochapsky opted to 
play 2013-14 with a Junior A women’s team in Fort 
Saskatchewan while still attending NAIT. 


During her three years at NAIT she studied chemical 
technology and business and marketing. 

“When I was at NAIT my first year it was basically 
just to play hockey and when 1 thought chemical 
technology was what 1 wanted to do...I tried it and 
found out 1 hated it. The same basically with business 
and marketing.” 

Enrolling across town at MacEwan University 
for 2014-15, she found her passion in police and 
investigations. 

“This is the career that I want to pursue,” said 
Pochapsky, not missing a beat, returning to the 
ACAC hockey ranks last year earning her second 
ACAC Second Team All-Conference selection behind 
a nine-goal and five-assist performance. 

She plans to make use of her fifth and final year of 
ACAC eligibility next year and then in “the spring of 
2017 apply for the Edmonton Police Services." 

She continued: “I have always liked the homicide 
investigation of it. 1 would even settle for a beat cop 
or officer in general. It is intriguing." 

Of the correlation between sport and law 
enforcement: “Policing is all about teamwork and 
family. You have the same feeling with hockey. You 
know in both that it will not be easy and there will 
be ups and downs, plus you will never know the 
outcome."

Tax time the 
season for 
scams 

By now, plenty of us have 
been receiving our tax papers 
such as T-4 slips. 

But there are also many 
who have been targeted by 
would-be identity thieves 
who pose as Canada Revenue 
Agency representatives and 
prey on people’s fears that 
government will come knock¬ 
ing at the door if they don’t 
comply. 

Some fraudulent emails 
might even look remotely 
legitimate. 

Copy-pasting the Canada 
Revenue Agency’s logo from its website to make 
electronic correspondence look legitimate is child's 
play for scammers. 

Scammers are also known to use a similar tactic 
throughout the year by posing as representatives 
from big banks asking for personal information. 

Other times, the con artists might attempt a similar 
approach over the phone. 

But their end game is always the same. Convince 
a victim they are actually representatives from a 
company or government agency and then take that 
person for all he or she is worth. 

So it’s really important to spread the word. 

Neither the Canada Revenue Agency nor any finan¬ 
cial institution will ever ask a person to provide 
sensitive personal information by email. 

They also won’t ask for personal information by 
text message or request payments by prepaid credit 
cards. 

“Taxpayers should be vigilant when they receive, 
either by telephone, mail, text message or email, a 
fraudulent communication that claims to be from 
the Canada Revenue Agency requesting personal 
information such as a social insurance number, 
credit card number, bank account number, or pass¬ 
port number," says the Canada Revenue Agency’s 
website. 

“Caller ID is a useful function. However, the infor¬ 
mation displayed can be altered by criminals. Never 
use only the displayed information to confirm the 
identity of the caller whether it be an individual, a 
company or a government entity." 

The Sundre RCMP, as well as departments 
throughout the province, has also recently cautioned 
Albertans to be aware of ongoing attempts to trick 
people into giving up sensitive information. 

These culprits insist that this personal information 
is required so that the taxpayer can receive a refund 
or benefit payment, according to police. 

“Cases of fraudulent communication have also 
involved threatening or coercive language to intimi¬ 
date individuals into paying fictitious debts to the 
Canada Revenue Agency or face arrest," said police. 

Anyone who suspects having been contacted by a 
scammer should report the deceptive telemarketing 
to the Canadian Anti Fraud Centre online or by call¬ 
ing 1-888-495-8501. 

If you suspect you may be the victim of fraud or 
have been tricked into giving personal or financial 
information, don’t be embarrassed — it’s not your 
fault. 

Be sure to contact the RCMP.
